is not often that a proposal to alter what one has vrown accustomed 


to is so completely convincing as Mr. Oswald John Simon's plea fora change on 
our, Prayer for the Queen and Royal Family. The anappropriateness of some of 
the expressions in the Form of Prayer in use most of our synayogues has 
heen long and widely felt. To pray that God “may put compassion into the 
Queen’s heart and into the hearts of her counsellors and nobles that they may 
deal kindly with us and all Psrael” is to sugvest that we have not yet vot entirely 
rid of the Ghetto bend, or that we almost uneonseiously fallinte rtas a imental 
and spiritual attitude. Such a turn of speechois a glaring anachronism on thre 
England of to-day. Rightly regarded, words hke these, as referring to the ehiet 
of a constitutional monarchy, savour as little of a true sense of loyalty as of true 
self-respect. If any one imagines he is honouring Her Majesty by prayimy for 
her as a Schutzyjude of the Middle Ages might have done for his royal or mopertal 
owner, he strangely misrends the life and character of the most rivhteous ruler 
that ever sat upon the throne of Great Britain. ; 

The author of ° Jewish Life in the Middle Aves in his introduction, mivites 
us to compare the Prayer for the Queen as it still appears in the Anglo Jewish 
Ritual with its form in the Book of Common Prayer. He points out that when 
the Jews were the chattel of the ruler, they had no room for hope but in the 
ruler’s clemency and humanity. ° The modern Jew.’ he myhtly adds," resents 
this language.’

~ Jewish surnames may be roughly divided into names of Biblical, geographical 


and generic origin, names of traders, and of members of the animal, vegetable. 
The majority are without doubt Teutonic, and must be 


due to the early and long-continued settlements of Hebrews in various parts of 
Germany. 


: At the beginning of this century, the position of Jews in many parts of 
Europe was greatly improved by the removal of irksome restrictions. Frederick 


2 Wilham III... King of Prussia, on March 11th, 1812, promulgated a law which, 


among other things, provided for a census of those Jews who wished ‘to be 


reckoned among citizens.

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MRS. LEWIS LAZARUS—A PERSONAL TRIBUTE. 

Last Monday there passed away, in her 77th year, at 38, Tavistock Square, a 
truly gentle mother in Israel. Mrs. Lewis Lazarus was a lady whom it was a 
privilege to have known. She possessed the virtues of that type of Jewish 
womanhood which is, perhaps, more characteristic of past generations than of 
the present. Devoted to her ancestral faith, her own bain was its chief sane- 
tuary. She had been the partner in life of one who was widely respected 
in the large circles by whom he was known—ihe late Mr. Lewis Lazarus, who 
died in May, 1882. There were many sons and daughters. to the third and fourth 
generation. During the fourteen years of her widowhood Mrs. Lazarus was 
indeed the crown of a large and excellent family.

OTHER FORMS OF THE MYTH. 

It may be of interest to add to my review of last week the references, 
which the Editors include in their Introduction, to other instances of child- 
murder alleged against the Jews, one taken from the 5th, and the others from 
the 12th century. | ; 

“It has long been held. and I think rightly,” says Dr. James, “that the 


earliest occurrence of child-murder by Jews in literature is in a passage of the . 


fifth-century Church historian, Socrates.” In dealing (vil. 15) with events about 
the year 415. the historian says : “ Now a little time after this the Jews paid the 
penalty for further lawless acts against the Christians. At Inmestar, a place 
so called, which lies between Chalcis and Antioch in Syria, the Jews were in the 
habit of celebrating certain sports among themselves” ; and he continues, that 
on one occasion they lost control over themselves, and so ill-treated a Christian 
child, that it died from the effects. “ Hereupon ensued a bitter conflict between 
them and the Christians: this became known to the authorities : orders were 
sent to the provincial magistrates to seek out the guilty persons and punish 
them: and so the Jews paid the penalty for the crime they had committed in 
sport.” 

The Editor adds : It is clear from the words of Socrates that this outrage 
was no ritual inurder. It began in rough horseplay, and ended, in actual violence, 
which had not been contemplated by the perpetrators. We have no clue vs to 
the occasion of the “sports” referred to, which seem to have been an annual

took place about 1172: the alleged death of William in 144.) In 1168, on March 
1Xth, the body of a boy named Harold was found in the Severn at Gloucester, 
much mutilated. The convent went out in procession to receive the body. 
and it was inspected and washed by the monks, and buried before the altar of 
SS. Edmund and Edward, on the northern side. The boy was reported to have 
been stolen by the Jews about February 21st, and hidden until the day of the 
murder ; and Jews from all parts of England were summoned ov pretext that a 
yreat feast was to be held “according to the law.’ No Christian was present, 
and no Jew confessed to the deed, which was matter of conjecture. | 

The source of this extremely shaky story is the “Historia Monasterii 8. 
Petri Gloucestrie,’ p. 2! (Rolls Series). It is to be observed that nothing is said. 
concerning the customary or ritual nature of such murders, but the season is 
near the Passover. | Other chroniclers who speak of the boy Harold are Chron. 
Petroburgense under 1161, Brompton under 1160, and Knighton. | 

In,1171 there was an accusation of child murder against the Jews of Orleans 
and another against those of Blois, this last in the Paschal season, as reported 
by Robert of ‘Torigny. | 

In 1179 we have the “ martyrdom” of St. Richard of Pontoise by the Jews 
of Paris or of Pontoise, whose passion by Robert Gaguin (140%) is printed in the 
acta Sanctorum for Mareh 25th. | 

(It speaks of the slaying of a Christian as a yearly custom, and makes 
Richard—of whose identity and parentage nothing .is said—to be examined in a 
cave by a priest of the Jews, and asked to deny his faith. He is crucified, and 
quotes Scripture when on the cross. The result of the martyrdom is a grand 
persecution by Philip Augustus. The late date of the Passion deprives it of all 
*ymportance for this investigation }. 

In 1181, two years afterwards, the boy Robert was killed at Bury. The 
earliest authority for this is Jocelin de Brakelond, He says: “At the same 
time the holy boy Robert was martyred, and buried in our church, and many 
signs and wonders were done among the people, as I have elsewhere written.’ 
John de Taxster in his chronicle says the boy Robert was martyred at St. 
Edmund's by the Jews-on Wednesday, the 10th of June. Williamof Worcester 
says that his feast was celebrated in May, and that the boy was crucified. The 
chronicle of Melrose also mentions the fact. 

(In my paper, “A Ramble in East Anglia,” included in the “ Transactions ” 
of the Jewish Historical Society, Volume IL. just published, [ refer, under the 
head of Bury St. Edmund's, to the “ martyrdom ” of this boy Robert, and to the 
chronicles of Jocelin. I further hazard the assertion, that this incident may have 
been one of the causes of the expulsion of the Jews from Bury in 1190, the date 
assigned to that event}, 

{n 1192, there was a “martyrdom” at Winchester, reported by Richard of 
Devizes. The victim was a French boy brought up by a Jew to the trade of a 
cobbler in France, and sent with a commendatory letter, written in Hebrew, to 
the Jews at Winchester. He disappeared after some months, and the charge of 
crucifixion, brought by a boy friend of his, and confirmed by a Christian woman 
who served the Jews, was dismissed. The body was never produced, 

Further than this we need not carry the tale. But, says the writer, it is 
important to notice the geographical distribution of the places where the accusa- 
tions spring ap _ The first is Gloucester, a place apparently quite out of 
connexion with Norwich. It must be remembered, however, that we have in

Heer Citroen wasa warm supporter of the 
Athance [srachite Universelle, and he was at one time or the other at the head 
or on the committeé of various philanthropic institutions.

Rabbi Isracl Avian, Rabbi of Biserta (Tunis), died there on the 12th 
December, at the age of 100. His funeral took place on the I4th, and was 
attended by an immense concourse of people. Curiously enough, none but the 
most joyful songs were chanted when the body was. carried to the grave, In 
dome so, however, the people only obeyed the bidding of the deceased, who had 
in his will enjoined it upon his heirs as a duty that only joyous songs should be 
sung.
